In the late or-flict fill the air, one might readily 
believe that the thlrat f r farther intelligence 
from the great battle- field is at a point where any 
lame account would be devoured by the eager 
populace with as m :o'i gratification as the bes'- 
prodactioa of the LL. D. f London Times. Ae 
for a complete account of this great ftrugirle, such 
a thing in the fiace I f existing circumstances were 
indeed imp oss'ble — nor c in It be obtained by the 
most accomplished and ikilful correspondent tor 
weeks to come. 

After Journeying from thu p'ace some time 
tines to Island No 10, without finding sufficient 
material for a letter, I returned, arriving here, 
in time to witness and particips e in the ciretdfia] 
battle, which rcged for twenty three out of thir- 
ty-six houra. 

The a' tact was not altogether unexpected, » 
stated in the first account.", but evidences of a 
speedy approach of the crash of a m. were ex 
bib'.ted by the rebels on the previous Friday 
evening, the enemy's oavalry having drivtn In 
our pickets a mile and a half in atlvar.ee of Uen 
Sherman's centre, on the main Corinth road, by 
which we lost a Lieutenant and sevon men pria- 
ouere, aud the fallowing day (Saturda>) the eno- 
my's cavalry were again discovered on a rictge 
overlooking General Prcntles's camp, and wore 
chased by our civalry and several kiliod. After 
this evidence of the approach of the rebels onr 
pickets in the ml mc. ou tho Coiialh road were 
strengthened by a regiment of infant ri; this pre 
caution, however, was not g .noral along our 
whole line, but I beliove onlj - a lopted by Ueueral 
Sherman's division. 

Early on Sunday morning dot pickets aud ad- 
vance were agiin d.ivan in and the enemy 9 rap- 
id approach discovered, Ueneral Sherman's divis • 
ion bsirg the first itnder arms. Infcmatioo cf 
the enemy's approach was sent by General S. to 
the divisions on his ri . V a.d left, and his being 
the right centre support was asked from the other 
division commanders. 

F.-i.n all the evidence thns far cbUi^ed the 
enemy bad for several days been directing bis 
observation to den. Prentiss's command, and 
doubtless knew bis to be the weaker position — bis 
pickets, if any he had, wero Tew and fir between; 
but before any attack in fores had been made, 
Uen. Sherman had his fotoes drawn up in line to 
receive him. 

It wag ab;ut 7 o'clock when the enemy's picks s 
opened lire ipon Sherman's line as he and his staff 
were riding along iu front; the enemy then be- 
ing concealed in the brushwood along Sherman's 
front, and ou the west side of a small stream. 
The enemy's mu'ketry was soon heard In the 
vicinity of Prentiss's camp, and regiment after 
regiment could be eoen moving in an obliijue di- 
rection against the position heid by Prentiss. 

Tbe disposition of the forces at this time was 
as follows I 

First Division, commanded by Major-Uenernl 
John A. MoClernacd, occuplel the extreme right, 
with his left lapping cn tbe right of Uen. Pren- 
tiss's division, and to tbe rear of General Sher- 
man's, whose left also lapped on tho right of 
Pren'ias, while the division of Major-Uoneral 
C F Smith held tbe extreme left, with Its right 
In close proxiaity with Sherman's lift and Pren- 
tiss's right. 

Tbe firing had ccarcely commenced on Sher- 
man's advaccs, which proved to be ll'tl. more 
than a feint, before heavy firing was heard in tha 
direction of Prentiss's camp, while large bodies of 
rebel infantry c uld be seen moving, as stated 
above, obliquely against tbe carrfp of Prentiss, 
who was completely surprised, his men scattering 
in consternation and retreating bef .re tbe advan- 
cing enemy, and spreading dismay among tho 
other troops as tbey went. Many of Prentiss's 
men were shot down while at breakfast and oth- 
ers while lounging about tbe uanip and in tbeir 
ten's, and most of those who escaped from tbe ad- I 
vance did so without teem lug their arms. Hurl- 
bnt's division, which held position to the left and 
rear of Prentiss, was promptly and Immediately t 
ordered Into iioe and moved up to the support of j 
Prentits just in time to check tbe advance of tbe J 
enemy and stop the retreat of Prentiss's division. 

By this time tbe engagement bad become gen- 
eral along the whole line, tbe enemy's fire becom- 
Ing mere terrible and destructive as they adirauoed 
and our men fell back. 

About the time that Sherman wa9 bcoming I 
■generally engaged, three regiments from Oeneral ' 
Mc'^lernand's division, sent at the request of Geo. 
Sherman, arrived to the support of Waterbonse's 
First Illinois battery, which was posted on a ridge 
to the left, with a front lire across an open field, 
between tbe Fifty- third and Fifty-seventh Ohio 
regiments, and as the enemy advanced, our in- 
fantry and ar.lllery opened up a most terrific and 
destructive lire along tbe entire line of the enemy, 
which for a time checked tbeir advance, but 
column after column of rebels began to odvarcs 
in quick succession, and Prentiss still kept falling 
hick, and neoeesarily caused Hnrlbut, who was 
supporting him, to retire with bis forces. Mean 
while, the enemy made a heavy charge on Sher- 
man's osntre, hei.l by the third and f ur h bri- 
gades, composing the Seventy eeventb, Fifty- 
third, and Fifty- seventh Ohio, and Seventy- 
second, Seventieth and Forty eighth Ohio, wb.n 
the Fifty-third, Cel. Appier, and Fifiy-ecventh, 
CoL Mucgen, broke lu the utmost confusion with- 
out firing a guo. Col. Appier heading the retreat. 
The fire of tbe enemy every moment became more 
severe, while he kept pressing forward, and but a 
little while longer, and the rest of the Ohlcans, 
except a portion of McDowell's and Bnckland's 
brigade, followed the disgraceful example in- 
augurated by Appier and his regiment; acd all 
became disorder aud confusion. But tbe bravo 
Illinolsians stood nobly op to tbeir Voik, contest- 
ing in a most heroic manner every inch of ground, 
after being deserted and discouraged by the 
pigeon- liver id mL- representatives o! their sister 
State, but were finally forced to fall hack to avoid 
being surrounded by the overwhelming numbers 
of tbe enomy. 

About 10 o'clock I rode over to the left of Hurl- 
bnt's division through a piece of wood sheltered 
by a email ridge which was occupied by a portion 
of Hnrlbot's, Prentiss's, aod Smith's divisions, 
and firing havirg partially subsided, in company 
with a iquad of the 6th Ohio cavalry, attempted 
to discover tbe location of the enemy and ascer- 
tain his designs. We had proceeded bnt a short 
distance down the ravine when a vigorous fire 
was opened upon the fores in rur advance, 
which was responded to by our troops, and a con- 
tinuous crack of mu-ketry kept up for the space 
of twenty minutes, wh n ocr bojs were sga n 
forced to fall back, end me enemy advanced rap- 
idly — pressing our men to the right and turning 
oar left flank. 

At this juncture the firing from onr extreme left 
to McClernand's right bad become terrific, and it 
was an impossible matter fjC one to tell bow or in 
whose favor tbe tide was flowirg. I immediately 
rode to the centre of Burlbut's column where 
the Seventeenth and Twenty fifth Kentucky, com- 
mended by Colonel John H. McHenry, of 17lb, 
were engaging the enemy (Colonel Bristow cf 
tbe 25 h, after having received a serious ir.jury 
by the fa'l of bis beese, having turned over bis 
commond to Colonel McHenrc ) Our boys 'a 7 n » 
der cover of some timber to the rear of an open 
field, and were under a heavy fire from the ene 
my 's artillery. 

A force of the enemy came filing out of 0m 
wood on the opposite side of the field in a di 
agonal direction, when, upon getting into tbe 
field, the 17th ar.d 25'.h opened a destructive fire 
Into their racks which drove them back into the 
woods, leaving the field literally strewn with 
dead and wounded. Not only here but on every 
occasion throughout the long hours of this dread 
fa I day, and all its sickening horrifying, and di.v 
coaraglng contingences, Col. Mc Henry exhibited 
a valor and bravery only akin to recklessness 
amid tbe storm of bullets, grape, and shell tha' 
was sowing destruction and desolation around 
He rode fearlessly in front and along bis lines 
enoouraging and by his noble example cheering 
on his men, end not alone, fcr Lieutenant Colonel 
Stone, unselfish acd knowirg no fear, cculd b 
seen among his men wherever the bolts of death 
flew thickest, while the desperate bravery cf 
Major Isaac Calhoun and Adjutant Starlirg was 
nowhere excelled on that bloody field. It was 



ceived a wound which terminated fatally on tbe 
following day, but not nntil the shout of cur 
victorious army illuminjt;d the sad moments of 
his last hours. Here also it was that Captain 
Robert Vaughan, while nobly cheering his men, 
received a shot above the forehead which was at 
Sr3t supposed fatal, but from which he is happily 
fast recovering. 

The other regiments constituting General Lau- 
man's brigade, the 31st Indians, Col Dei ( h>-l» 
Crnfts, and 41th Indiana, Col Reed, boro con 
spicuous parts by the side of onr Kentucky regi- 
ments — all encouraged by the noble example of 
General Lauman. In fact, this whole 4 h divi- 
sion seemed inspired by the noble conduct of their 
intrepid commander, Gen. S A. Hnrlbut, whom, 
together with bis valliant little eid, Capt. J. C. 
Long, I bad the gratification cf seeing continual- 
ly riding from one end of the lines to tbe other, 
waving tbe men to the conflict in the hottest of 
the Little. Whilst here on the left centre oar 
forces were desperately resisting the crowded col- 
umns of the foe, the battle on the left and right 
was raging in its fu'Iest magcitude. Smith's di- 
vi ion ( n the extreme left) stood bravely to its 
colors idvancing and retreating as tbe day wore 
off. 

The brave and sacrificing W. H. L. Wallace 

k'pt bis men ncbly resisting In the face of the foe 
until he rec-ived his mortal wo.su 1. The com 
mand then devolved upon Gen. McArtbur, who 
was struck in tbe foot by a mu.ket ball, shortly 
after assuming command, but refused to leave 
the field until he had become exhausted by the 
pain of the wound and loss of b!tx-.'t then the 
next ranking officer, Col. Tuttle, took command, 
and ncbly conducted the defence for the balance 
of tho day. Among tbe heroes f tin fight, none 
excelled the unequalled Sweeney, who command- 
ed the brigade of Oon. John Cock. He was con- 
tinual y moving among his trcxips, Inspiring and 
waving them on, until ho had received two balls 
in his only arm (one having been shot off in 
Mexico) Still be refused to leave the field but 
kept on his horse as if no accident bad befallen 
him, until the close if tbe day. 

Meanwhile things went on bsdiy on tho right 
and right centro. O^r men opposed the enemy 
desperately, ar.d es-pcci illy those of McClernand'6 
Division, which foegbt heroically throughout tbe 
two dajs' fight. McDowell ard Buckland held 
Sbiloh nntil they bad been outflaik.d by the 
enemy, who begin to tire on them from tho rear, 
when they were obliged to withdraw and fall 
back, while Taylor's Chicago battery sti'l kept 
its posi ion after tbe icfaDtry bad retired, bnt 
fioally fall back on tbe Purdy and Hamburg road, 
supported again by McDowell's and Bnckland's 
brigades, where a new line was formed. Another 
disgraceful scene occurred about this time. As a 
battery was being brought to the right to cccupy 
tho cross roads, (which I believe was Capt. Bohr's 
Ohio battery), the Captain was shot, when the 
men immediately broke in confusion, bringing off 
caissons and leaving bebicd all tbe guns, without 
having fired one shot, or made the slightest effort 
to save tbem, wl ic'n could easily have been done. 
About 10 o'clock Gen. Sherman, although ex- 
hibiting tbe utmost bravery, and making every 
effort to keep bis men together, had lost most of 
his command. Col. Dave Stuart's brigade bad 
hoc me surrounded by the enemy and was obliged 
to cut thoir way through, la which effort Col. 
Stuart, who had shown tbe bravery of a Cassar, 
received a paloful wennd through tbe chest, but 
still kept tbe tit id. Sherman was now obliged to 
consolidate bis force with that of Gen. McCler- 
nand, whose force was occupying Sherman's for- 
mer po-iti n. Col. Hildorbrand, although havirg 
lost all of bis brigade, which had fl id, still kopt 
the field. 

A desperate attack was now made on General 
McClernand's whole front, acd here tbe General 
distinguished himsdlf by leading his men up in 
the very thickest of tbe enemy's fire. Tbe 49th 
Illinois, seeing that tbe enemy was about to fl ink 
him on the left, Lieutenant-Colonel Pease pre 
sauted a front to the enemy in that direction, who 
was advancing in solid column, five regiments 
deep, and carrying the "stars and stripes'' before 
tbem, and after delivering n murderous fire Into 
the ranks of the enemy, Col. Pease ordered bis 
men to fall back; at tbe same time .he ltd brigade 
of Me'Jlernand's division, commanded by Colonel 
Kattb, was attacked in like manner. The enemy 
hurled a tremendous tira into tbeir ran'as, when 
the Ohioans again broki and fled, which caused 
the 81 brigade to fall back with heavy lose. 

McClernand's troop] again formed a new line, 
at tho Pu:dy and Pittsburg road, supported by 
Schwartz's dressers, Burougb's and McAllister's 
batteries, which did terrible execution cn the 
onemy. Part of the Ohio regiments drswn up in 
line in front, bofore the first fire was opened by 
tbe enemy In the second attack, again fl .d from 
the field and came pressing in front of the Illinois- 
ans' line. Gen. McClernand at this juncture 
seicad tbe American flag and riding out In front 
of tbe lines called upon them to stand and defend 
tt, bnt to no purp .se — the cowardly degenerate 
sons of a coble State still kept up their flight. 
But tbe Iliicoisans made a dei perate dash upon 
tbe rebels and broke tbeir centre, but ending that 
the enemy had finked them, right and left, the 
brave General was obliged to witbdiaw hit men. 
In this daib, all of the General's et-.iT, Majjr 
Schwartz, Cbief o( Artillery; Capt. Stewart, of 
oavalry, and Lieut. Freeman, of Engineers, with 
Col. Uaynie aud Lient. Col.iSanford, of 48th Illi- 
nois, were woutded. 

A third, fourth, acd fifth line was formed par- 
allel with each other, and tbe enemy's centre 
twics broken, but wore each time forced to retire 
under like circirmtances to tbe first, being 
flacked. The operations of the other divisions 
were similar to thoae cf McClernand, charging 
and retiring and lighting with such a desperation 
only sxMUUd by men engaged in a holy cause. 
We hid been driven ty the superiority of the en- 
emy's numbers from one position to another uotil 
at f. ur o'clcck our left centre was within three 
hundred yards of tbe river back, extending from 
the river in an oblique line to tie northwest, to a 
distance of about two miles or less. By this time 
a portion of Buell's forces had arrived on the op- 
posite back of the river, bat oar transports were 
inadcqnate to ferry tbem over, as what few were 
there were heavily laden with quartermaster and 
commissary stores. A portion, however, con- 
sisting of General Nelson's civision, were brought 
over before tbe close of tbe day and ordered to 
take position on the It ft wing. 

I arrived from the advance while a portion of 
Nelson's brigade, tho 1st Indiana and 26 h Ken- 
tucky regiments, wera being embarked. No man 
who bad in his soul a spark of bis country's hon- 
or ccu'd have remained on that dreadful field 
dormant and inactive. I had been during the en- 
tire day along ths lino in tho capacity of an aid, 
while again I was on the bank of tho river en- 
deavoring, with the be"t appeals I was master of, 
to rally tbe degenerate ones to another desperate 
effort to save our magnificent army from de- 
struction, ruin, and capture by our overplus foe 
But, ala:! all was vaif, and, dispirited, there 
tbev sat and lounged ns if they were "incur 
porate with marble," while their brothers were 
struggling in the last ga«p for succor. 

It was at this moment and amid such surround 
ings that tbe nt ble.invincible Kentuckians arrivtd 
and tho day that had grown Into tho depression 
of defeat began to brighten, but the numberB 
that were arriving were too inferior to have any 
material Influence in the' scale of our destinies, 
bough a speedy co-operation with cur then Strug 
gliug brave) might siay tbo tide until night cculd 
interpoee in our behalf for tho crossing cf our re- 
inforcements. I rode up to the commanders of 
the Kentucky forces acd told them in as few 
words as possible tho condi'ionof affairs on the 
field, but felt as I locked around mo, at tbe die 
iu ting sight cf cjwards that lined tho bank (a 
eight more disgusting than that cf the mangled 

b. xlies that lined tbe bank) refuting to vindicate 
the bocor of their forefathers acd our beautiful 
emblem of Liberty and Union, as one be- 
eechicg a stranger to render up his life while fu 
^itive frier.di swarmed around to intensify the 
aacrilice. 

But the brave Kentuckians moved up at the 
command on a "double quick," undismayed and 
unterrifisd, whilo the shouts and cheers of those 
who refused to comply with their duty sounded 
like a blasphemous sacrilege on my ears. 

Bat the ouemy was still pressing u«, and Gen. 
Grant had determined to make one more desper- 
ate effort and keep them at bay until relief could 
irrive. S) he ordered MaJ. Ca vender, of t£e ar- 
tillei". to bring into battery all the cannon that 
could be supported along cur lines. This was at 
unoe done by bringing into line from right to left 
thirty-six pieces of our beat and most effective 

c. nnon with a battery of 24-ponnder howitzer 



siege guns, which, at tho given signal, opened 
along the lines from right to left, accompanied by 
an iccsssaol crack of musketry. Such a peel of 
thunder was never outclamored by tbe loudest 
artillery of tbe heavens. The very earth beneath 
onr horses' feet shock as from tho wavlngs of an 
earthquake. It rang from right to left in all its 
terrible g'.andear, with regularity acd rapidity, 
and tbe great vapor intervened botween tbe op- 
posing armies as impenetrable to the sight as the 
dark clouds which hide the stars in a stormy sky. 

Tbe enemy's reply was at first fierce and vig- 
or. us, but as the fading pulse of the dying day it 
grew fainter and weaker, until it died away with 
the closing daylight. 

This closed one of the bloodiest acd most event 
ful days ever known to the American po- pie 
where, for twelve long and weary hours, a force of 
thirty -eight tbou land Uaion soldiors (inoiudiog 
the runaway Ohioans), battled Iccessan'.ly with a 
rebel force (according to their own acknowledg 
meats) of upward3 of tigh'y thoueind to ic'etisify 
tbo sacriflca.

To the Editors of the LouisvMe Jittrnat: 

LoinsviLLg, Kt., Arrtl, 1802. 
Having for a long time been a reader ard ad- 
mirer cf your paper, and seeing tbe almost uol 
eraal attention given to cc rre'p ndents, I 
thought to inform 5 our read -rs of tho wants and 
necessities cf sick soldiers in the hospitals of tbe 
city. There are hutd.o Is of tbem under treat- 
ment hire, acd kave been for Wt> ks, apparently 
no nearer being able for duty than when they 
first came. Torsons will ssk, whyistbis? tbey 
thinking that the hospitals are rendered tbe most 
efficient placi I for the speedy recovery of the sick. 
This delusion is the grand reason whv the ranks 
in the lie.d are so much tbinned by sickness. Une 
of the greatest disadvantages under which we are 
placed let he want of money. It seems as though the 
paymasters do not coueid-tr it part of thoirduty to 
pay tbe soldiers in the hospitals, and they are al- 
lowed to remain uipai for four, six, and eight 
motif .1 without even hearing from the Faymas 
ter, whilst they rcoive latter after letter from 
tbeir fimilies stating that they are i.n distres' — 
calling on them for money, to which calls tbey 
can only give the anr-wer that tbey have not yet 
been paid oft. Besides there are many here near- 
ly wi'hout clothes and no opportunity of getting 
them, acd very many, that, could they gel short 
forb u^hs, and get cut to take exercise and change 
diet, they would be able to join their regiments; 
but for the want of money they are compelled tore- 
main in o mtioement, dwindling away, and oot 
unfrecj'aently dying. This is not the way that a 
scldiar who has left all that is near acd dear to 
him and oome forth i ■- sus ain bis country's honor 
should be treated; it is mote like the treatment 
of a prisoner of war than that of a pa.riotic sol- 
dier. Who theo is to plame, and whom are they 
who can remedy these tbi gs ? They who are 1 1 
authority should have tbeir attention called to 
the t-utject, and fei if these evils cannot be reme- 
died and the army kept mors efficiect by having 
a much 1*- s number of sick. Thero are hundreds 
here, if tbey bad had the means to pay their way 
bome for a week or two, would hare been able to 
have assisted their bretltem in tbe Held to drive 
back tbe rebel enemv in tbe late victoria'; bnt 
bore they hive been for two months, aod vet are 
far from oeing able to take tbe field. Acother 
item I will call tbe a'teution of the public to, is 
that other nurses than soldiers should be em- 
ployed in our hospitals. It would cause much 
better care to be taken of those who are unable 
to help themselves, ead give to the service the 
aid of that many more troops in tho field. 

Wo earnestly hope that these suggestions will 
be taken notice of by those whose duty It is to 
attend to the matter. The paymaster's atten- 
tion is eepocially called to the subject, and re- 
quested to at least pay a vi it to the hospitals, 
that he can see tha wants that might be supplied 
by him. Many here are in such need of money 
that they would sicrifice a largo per cent, of their 
already small wages to get enough to supply their 
wants. I shall wait, in see what will be done.

rjj-It takes a week or two, if not a month 
or two, to extract a coherent and intelligible 
idea of a great battle from tho confused, ex- 
aggerated, and contradictory accounts of eye- 
witnesses and others. It demands too a share 
of integrity and candor, which, on the part 
of the enemies of our great and good 
government, are evidently lost faculties, 
for they still persistingly and clamorously 
claim the battle on the field of Shiloh as a 
victory. To this claim it is necessary to ap- 
ply only a single test to provo its utter fallacy. 
A defeat on the one side is tantamount 
to a victory on the other. Now what 
were the objects proposed by Juhnston 
and Beauregard in their masterly sur- 
prise and dashing assault? Most evidently 
their intention was to cut off the Federal 
armies by divisions; to drive General Grant's 
force over tho river or into the river, or to cap 
ture tho whole of it beforo Gen. Buell's divi- 
sions could come up. They utterly failed in 
overy one of these designs, and their defeat is 
a substantial and glorious victory on our side. 
Apply another test. Wherever did a victori 
ous General, by flag of truce, humbly ask of 
the conquered General for permission to visit 
the field of battle for the purpose of removing 
or burying tho dead? 

We have already called attention to a most 
culpable deficiency on the part of the advanced 
corps of our army, in being taken so com- 
pletely by surprise. Some one ought, and will, 
no doubt, bo held to an awful accountability 
for it before an indignant country and an 
astonished world. Thoro seems to bo no ac- 
counting for it, but by supposing that the lor- 
gone conclusion that Beauregard would await 
an attack in a fortified camp, as he had so 
stubbornly done in Virginia, had taken such 
entire possession of the minds of both officers 
and men that the contrary supposition could 
not, or did not, find admission for a moment 

The merest simpleton can now perceive 
that tho exact contrary was in this caso to 
be expected — a dashing «. (Tensive movement, 
and if possible a surprise. And had it not 
been that our Generals fully vindicated uu 
tried but noble qualities, for which a gener- 
ous country had long in advance given them 
credit, and had not tho metal of our troops 
turned out first proof for enduring patience 
and indomitable endurance under incon 
ceivable difficulties and discouragements 
no doubt- the country would have mourned 
a defeat as disastrous as the enemy could have 
desired. A certain correspondent used an 
expression about this action which, though not 
very common, is certainly very striking; ho 
calls it an "inconsequential victory." That 
remains to be proved. Should Commodore 
Foote, with tho aid of General l'opo, find it 
possible to capture Memphis, and General 
Mitchell to hold his position at Iluntsville 
the rebel forces at Corinth will find themselves 
completely outflanked, and an advance of our 
united army, if not exactly Hushed with victo 
ry, yet more determined and dogged than 
ever because the enemy claims one, will bo 
driven forward by a sternness of purpose whic 
a discouraged if not a defeated army will be 
in but a poor condition to resist. 



t3~ A year ago the Nashville papers looked 
like dairies, so full were they of exhibitions 
of the milk ol buman kindness. D jctors ad 
vertised their professional cervices gratuitous 
ly to the families of those who had volun 
teered in the Confederate army; public school 
teachers taught the young ideas how to shoot 
without pay, in consideration for their parents 
who were coming in to shoot down Kcnticky 
Unionists; lead for bullets was tendered free 
of charge; Gov. Harris was authorized to 
draw on certain individuals for any amount 
and landlords offered tenements rent free to 
the wives and children of soldiers. Nashville 
was in fact princely in tho munificence of its 
promises; gorgeous in its display of charity 
and benevolence; and its horn of plenty 
was lavishly emptied from both ends into 
the laps of its indigent but lucky 
inhabitants. Well, time tries all things, even 
tho ostentatious professions of rebel synipa 
thisers. About a month since the Westers 
Union Sanitary Commission wrote to Gov 
General Johnson that there were daily dis- 
charged from the hospitals at St. Louis citizens 
of Tennessee, formerly belonging to the rebel 
army, who had bocomo convalescent and were 
wandering tho streets without the means of 
living or returning to their homes, and tho 
Commission requested that transportation and 
subsistence should be forwarded for them. In 
view of these statements, Gov. Johnson made 
a public appeal "not only to the charitable 
but especially to those who have been instru- 
mental in reducing their misguided fellow- 
citizens to this sad degree of suffering, and who 
have been colaborers in the unholy work in 
which they were engaged, to come forward 
and contribute to their relief. " What was the 
response? Did doctors, or Bchool-teafhert, or 
pig-headed dealers in pig lead, or bankers, or 
landlords, who in April last made such a pa 
rade of their liberality, open their hands or 
pockets for the relief of these unfortunate con- 
valescent soldiers? Was the horn of plenty 
sent to St. Louis to gladden the sight of men 
exiled from their homes and pining to return 
to their families and friendf? How much did 
the prodigal and lavish charity of Nashville 
subscribe? History must be written fairly and 
impartially, and, therefore, we answer— Not 
ono dollar! Not even a donation of Confede- 
rate scrip or State shinplasters. The milk of 
human kindness was frozen in its lacteal fonts; 
money chests were double padlocked, and the 
discharged Confederate soldiers who have been 
prisoners or in hospitals may starve end dio 
and rot for all that Nashville cares! This ex 
emplifies most strikingly the selfishness and 
the hollow- heartedness of secession. Munifi 
cent in its professions to induce its deluded 
victims to serve in its armies, it has no more 
regard or consideration for them when their 
services are no longer required or useful than 
it would have for so many sheep with the rot, 
or swine with the hog-cholera. 



and an order has gone forth throughout all 
the land that enlistments shall stop. Tho re- 
cruiting-sergeant henceforth ceases his bland 
persuasions, and the ear-piercing fife shall no 
longer summon "able-bodied young men to 
the pride, pomp, and circumstance of glomus 
war The grand triumphal procession that 
for near a year has moved through our city 
en route for the seat ot war, our eyes shall 
look on no more. Or, when we do, 'twill be 
when the return tide sets in— when the holy 
mission on which those patriot soldiers went 
shall have been accomplished in the crushing 
of this foul rebellion, and our returning he- 
roes, with the consecration of the sacred cause 
and the glorious scars of battle and of victory 
upon them, shall come back to the homes they 
have secured forever to freedom. 

When, less than twelve months ago, Prcsi- 
ent Lincoln issued his proclamation calliog 
for seventy. five thousand men, the rebel chief 
at Montgomery charactcri/.ed it as a "game 
of brag." What docs he think now when the 
nation has eiyht times seventy five thousand 
men in tho field, and further inpourings have 
to be peremptorily stopped ? And how fares 
it with the rebol army— whose spirit is broken, 
which is being perpetually drained by return 
ing regiments disgusted with the service, and 
which has to bo kept up by impressments, by 
forced levies, by enlistments for a month, for 
week, and even for a day! We commend 
tho contrast to ihe attention of the Kichmond 
newspapers. There is subject for profitable 
reflection there. 

We are yet too near in time to the expenses 
attending tho raising of tho army of the Union 
fully to appreciate all that is wondeiful and 
grand in this movement. But perhaps the 
most remarkable ot all its aspects is that the 
order to cease enlistments should be received 
with a feeling of regret. Half a million of 
men have come up from the peaceful walks of 
life to defend the unity of tho Kepubhc; but this 
drain, so far from exhausting our resources, 
leaves behind a sense of limitless opulence. 
The historian of the war will truly be able to 
say what Homer said of one of his heroes: 
Half of his strength he put not forth." There 
is not the smallest doubt that, on good cause 
shown, another army of a half million would 
spring up to match the present one. The tem- 
per of mind that has put our present magnifi- 
cent army in the field — a temper rooted and 
grounded in the deepest instincts of the people 
— is the best assurance that neither domestic 
faction nor foreign foes will ever bo able to 
prevail against the Republic. 

The Jusr Ketribuiionb or Time.— It is 
a familiar fact that llousseau's brigade was the 
target of more rebel calumnies and vitupera- 
tion than any othors raised in Kentucky. Theso 
regiments were tho first that enlisted in this 
region, and from the beginning of the enlist- 
ment down to within a short period, rebel 
women and masculine traitors loaded the air 
with scurrilous slanders of General Bousseau 
and bis men. They filled the South with all 
this rebel rubbish of falsehood, and they over- 
shot the mark. Bucknar and his gang of reb- 
els were particularly uflluent in this vilo work. 
They desired to horrify the mind of Western 
and Southern Kentucky against Kousscau and 
his command, but their zeal and industry in 
this favorite occupation of rebeldom were so 
great that Kousscau'a brigade was a source of 
terror to tho rebels. There was no opprobri 
ous term in the English language that could 
sufficiently express rebel hatred of Bousseau 
there was no style of swearing that was profane 
enough to utter rebel feelings about his com- 
mand. 

Among the most approvod scurrility of the 
rebels, and that form of it about which the 
traitors professed to feel the most perfect 
eurance, was that General Kjusseau and his 
command were eminent for cowardice, 
Thousands of times, in the private rehearsals 
of the rebels and in their street eloquence, the

tucky may order it. Did tho whirligig of time 
ever bring around a more terriblo revenge? 
Was ever "chivalry " more shockingly humili 
ated? Bousseau and his men will return home 
the true and worthy heroes that they arc, and 
their vile detractors have boon scattered over 
the wild waves of Beauregard's disaster at 
1'ittsburg Landing. The rebels of Louisville 
have naturally enough become quite muto about 
Rousseau's men.

Thb Death of Am.i-.kt BlUHCT Johnston, 
There is evidently a misapprehension in tbe public 
mind iu reference to the circumstances connected 
with the death of Albert Sidney Johnston. The 
writer of this paragraph wae on the battle-field of 
Shilob, on Sunday, the 13th inst., and wae so 
highly five red as to form one cf a party who 
were conducted over the battle fioid by Generals 
McCcoli and Crittenden on that day. General 
McCot k was very communicative on the occasion, 
and pointed out many interesting localities 
M the parly rode over the ground. On 
the route General McUoek balled us at (he 
precise point at which Governor George W. John- 
ston, of Kentucky, was mortally wounded. Gep. 
McCook was the titst Federal officer who met the 
rebel Provisional ( I ivorr.or after he bad fallen. 
He approached Mr. Johnston, and taking him np 
in his arms as he lay upon the ground, asked him 
his name. Mr. Johnston told him that hi was 
George W. Johnston, of Kentucky, and asked of 
General McCook bis name. lie then asked 
General McCock if be was a Mason, tbe General 
replying in tbe affirmative. Mr. Johnston then 
flaked to be permitted to hive a private inter- 
view wilh the General, which was granted. Sub- 
sequently an ambulance containing the body of 
Gen. Albert Sidney Johnston was driven by, the 
vehicle having boen abandoned by tbe rebels, and 
Governor Johnston, afler an in-p«c:ion, informed 
Gen. McCock that tho body was that of Albert 
Sidney Johnston. Gen. Johnston received but a 
ningle wound, which was from a mnskot ball, acd 
near the ri;»ht eye. Gen. McCook did not 
slate whether the bcilv was burled upon the bat- 
tle-field or restored to (he rebel nnny under a flig 
of truce. The above, however, is a correct re- 
port of tbe stalomont made by Gon. McCook in 
I he presence of several gentlemen. Gen. Jobn- 
Bton may have been wounded oatly in tbe fight 
on Sunday; he may have died in Col. Preston's 
armr ; and his body may have been sent south for 
interment; but bis remains were in thethands of 
the Federal troops on Monday, the 7tb inst., and 
it is the writer's opinion that they were buried 
upon tho field of Sbilob by tho Federal troops. 

r_~ The clothes line telegraph sent us word 
the other day that the packet ship Vorktown, be- 
tween New York and Liverpool, had been cep- 
turcd by a Confederate privateer. Tbe fact is, 
however, that she is now in the port of New 
York, loading for Liverpool. In this connection 
we agree with a contemporary that a fact which 
reflects great credit upon the navy is the almost 
total absence of privateer; from the high eeas. At 
one time there were dozens of armed vessels afloat, 
preying npon our commerce and threatening our 
merchant ships, but we have heard of none lately, 
and it is doubtful whether any but the Nashville 
is in a condition to do much damage. 



.Andrew Johnson. — A year agi this diy, as 
Andrew Johnson, a United State3 Senator from 
Tennessee, which State was then professedly in 
the Union, was travelling through Virginia, he 
was grossly insulted at Lynchburg by the sym- 
pathisers wilh recession. To-day tbe30 ruffians 
are quailing before the might of the Union ar- 
mies while Andrew Johnson, respecting the msj* 
esty of that Union, is acting as Governor of his 
native State and aiding to re3(ore it to its loy- 
alty. 

Barracks Bcbsbd —A fire occurred in the 
buildings occupied as a hospital for soldiers at the 
corner of Fourth and Wator streets, at 1 o'clock 
yesterday morning, which destroyed the second, 
third, and fourth stories of tbe five buildings be- 
tween the corner of Fourth and tbe alley above. 
The buildings art owned by Mr. J. ii. Bland, and 
tbe first stories are occupied as store-rooms. This 
barracks were occupied by convalescents. Tbe 
tire was lbs work of an incendiary. 



Dr. T. C. Fnzai'GH. — This accomplished phy- 
sician and gentleman has been offered (he post of 
Assistant Surgeon in the Twenty- li-;' Kentucky 
Regiment, and, we understand, has accepted the 
offer. The Twenty-first Regiment, an our road- 
ers will remember, was commandol by tbe gal- 
lant and lamented Dudley, and is onn of I he 
choicest bodies of men in the service. We con- 
gratulate the regiment and Dr. Fitzhugh alike on 
his appointment. 

Dk Alkxamibr FoitSYTHB. — U is elated in 
Nashville that this gentleman, having become 
disgusted with tbe Confederate service, had re- 
signed bis posi'ion as Surgeon, and that he was 
on his way home to take the oath of allegiance 
and resume bit duties as a good ettizM, whin he 
heard of the battle of Shilob, and, tbinking his 
professional service* might be useful, he hurried 
there to proffer them.

Yeu may well judge of tbe heroic valor ar d 
desperate endurance of the 17th, when yon learn 
that Colonel McHenry, owiog to unavoidable 
events, led only two hundred and nineteen men 
nto action on Snnday morning, and when the 
shades cf Mouday night fell upon the fierce- 
fought battle-ground scarcely more than one half 
cf the gallant little band were left to swell "tbe 
proud buzzab lhat rang the corquered field 
around. " And as Kentucky mourns with a 
mother's fond tonderness over hor fallen sons, she 
may exult with a proud sadness a hJy triumph 
over the deeds of their courage. 

The veins of her great heart may justly thrill 
with all the wild enlbusiam of her yonpger days 
in the glorious arsu-ance lhat the rich eld blood 
of her pioneer- heroes has not degenerated or 
been bastardiz-id, but still worthy of its foun 
tain sources and faithful to its natural channels, 
has proven that its ruddy current pills not upon 
the battle-field nor shrinks from flowing wher- 
ever the tide cf honor and of duty turns. 

Capt. Morton was kno-vn and esteemod through- 
out all this portion of our State, and no nobler, 
manlier, more utterly fearless heart ever respon- 
ded to tbe calls of a great and sacred cause, or 
grew cold midst tbe wild carnage and crimron 
glories of a "stricken battle field." X. L. 8.

Important Ariikst.— The Nashville Union 
says Judge Jo. C. Guild, of Gallatin, was arrest- 
ed on last Tuesday by Major EL R. Myers, of 
Governor Johnton's staff, and placed in confine- 
ment, lie was arrested on the charge of treason, 
lie has been Judge of the Chancery Court fcr 
some years, and from the beginning of the rebel- 
lion has been a violent and industrious rebel. Qis 
crime is the more benious because to his hands 
had been committed tbe high and sacred duty of 
executing those laws which, after taking a solemn 
oath of effice, be used all his power to destroy 
Few if any men in the State are so guilty of the 
sin of "intelligent and conscious treason."

Senator Sumner is actively advocatinR the con- 
firmation of ex-Mayor Barrett aa one ef tbe 
emancipation commisfionerts. Tbe Senate Com- 
mittee on the Diatrict are almost unanimous 
against tbe nomination. 

Tho Pacific Railroad bill ia poalnonerl until 
Monday week, acel then is tbe rpecial otder. It 
is believed the subject will be poetponed till next 
winter. 

Senator Upward, cf Michigan, raado a very 
able speech in fivor of Trumbull's ceinfiacatiun 
bill to-day. It tbrusls U_a all consiituthnal ob- 
jections to confiscation, and feundtd tbe whole 
argument on the war power, which the framers 
of the Cmstiluiion iateLdsd lo give in i to plenti- 
tude, it having already boen exercised by the 
Slates in confiscating the properly of tories by 
hundreds, and of all disloyalists. 

A member of the Committee of Ways ard 
Means say.s it will not report Ihe new tariff bill 
to th* Rou-e until after the Senate acts on the 
tax bill, and acts favorably, lie also says ho 
feels very confident it will not change the gen- 
eral principle of the House bill, as that would 
make troDble, and postpone final action on the 
bill fcr a long time. 

Superintendent McCullum advertises that no 
more trains to Manarsis, from Washington or 
Alexandria, will be run till farther notice.

The following was received at the War Depart- 
ment to-day from Ucn. Hunter, c imm&ndiDg in 
South Carolina: 

"Port Royal, S. C, April 17, \ 
via Sakdv Hook, April 18. ( 

"We opened our batteries on Fort Pulaski on 
the morning of the 10th irst. After thirty hours' 
continuous tiring, a pradicable breach was made, 
and preparations fcr storming were about to com- 
mence, when the rebel flag was struck. We 
have captured 47 guns, 4 200 shot and shell, 40,- 
000 pruids of ponder, and 3li0 prisoners, with 
tbeir small arms a lid accoutrements, and a good 
upply of proa i ions. One of oar men was killed; 
none wounded." 

The following despatches wore received to-day 
at the War Depirlment from Cisneral McClellac: 
HeaI'vI'ARIkrs or thf. Army ok tuk> 
Potomac, April 18. j 

At about half an hour after midnight the ene- 
my attaeked tien. Smith's position, and attempted 
to carry bis guns. Smith repulsed them hand- 
somely", and rook some prisoners. 

I have no detail', but will forward them as soon 
as my Aids return. 

Tbe tiring wae very heavy. All is now e|uie': 

Second Detpa'ch. — My position, occupied yes-

The select committee of the Senate, through 
Mr. Hale, i f N. H., made thoir report under the 
resolution nucpted in July last, instructing them 
to irquire iuto the circunstancos attending th.i 
surrender of the navy yard at Penaacola, and 
Ihe destroclbn of tbe property of tbe United 
States at Noifolk navy yard, and tbe armory at 
Harp jt's Forty, and tbe abandonment of the same 
by tbe Federa'l forces, and al-o whether there was 
default on the part of our r dicers. The commit- 
tee relate at length the facts ef tbe case. 

Tho amount ef property at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard wae valued at $9,760,000. Tho ves els 
were worth nearly $2,01/0,000. There were in 
tho yard at least 2 000 he'.vy guns, cf which 300 
were of tbe Dahlgren pattern. 

The committee making this report wjs com- 
posed ot Senators Hale, Johnson, of Tecne see, 
ar il Grimes.

Cairo, April 18 
There has just arrived from Pittsbu-g the 
steamer City or Memphis. She reached Padccab 
ast evening from Pittsburg with seven hundred 
wounded, who are to be sent to Lmisvil e. Among 
the wounded was Capt. W. H. Polk, nephew of 
ex President Pe-lk, who participated in tho bat- 
tle, and was severely wounded in tho leg. The 
surgeons held a c rnsiiltatiou on I be passage do vn, 
and decided to amputate bis leg. Just as we 
paared the mcnth of Duck river ut noon yeater- 
'ay, we dixovered a row of burning buildings, 
and a large number of Confederate treeps upon 
the high land, in the rear; a short distance below 
we discovered the steamer Minnehaha roncded to 
and lying on i be banks, with a while handker- 
chief and fl irm II ting from the hurricane deek. 
Upon ineiuiriug we learned that she bad been fired 
into by the rebel cavalry near whore the build- 
ings were burning, and tne man was severely 
wounded. Tbe soldiers on the steamer landed 
and Bet tire to the houses whence the volley was 
sent, but could not reach the rascals. 

The Patten was also fired into about divlight 
to-day. No one was hurt. The rebels very 
singularly respected cur hospital trig, and allow- 
ed us to prccoed unmolested. 

There wss a slight skirmish a day or two sinca 
outside c ur picket lines in the direction of Corinth 
between some United States cavalry and a bat- 
talion of Texas Rangers, in which two of the 
enemy were killed and two taken prisoners. 

General Mitchell, a few days after leaving 
Huntsville, made a descent npon Deca'ur, and 
burned the bridge of the Memphis and Charles- 
ton Railroad, which spans tbe rivsr at that point. 
He tore up tbe track for a mile or more on either 
side if the Tennessee, and tben marched his 
forces to Florerce, where he destroyed another 
bridge. The timbers of both structures, black- 
ened and charred by fire, are continually fl lating 
past Pittsburg. 

General Shorman movod bis division on W ol- 
nesday two miles further into tbe interior and af- 
ter a sharp skirmish, in which the enemy was 
defeated with a loss of five or six kilhd and as 
many wounded, euccseded in maintainir.g his po- 
sition. 1 believe it is the intention of Gen. Hal- 
leek to advance slowly and surely, and particular 
ly to guard against surprises. No such disgrace- 
ful and inexcutable blunders as those perpstrated 
on Monday will again happen while he is it 
command. 

The excitement against certain officers is la 
tense, and charges havo boen preferred, which 
will saddle the re?n msibility of tbe slaughter 
where it rightly belongs. 

The roads west of Pittsburg are exacrabla, bat 
are rapidly drying under the influence of the hot 
Southern sun. if battle i3 imminent and cannot 
long be del ayed. 

Information from Corinth to the lo.h j ester 
da7 reached Savannah, and is deouiad reliable. 
The person referred to siys that the rebels con- 
sider the affair of Sunday and Monday of une- 
qualled brilliancy, and it is producing a wonderful 
effect upon the people. Tho movement furnishes 
incontestihle evideoce that the Yankees are not 
invulnerable. The Southern heart is fired, and 
reinforcemonta are pouring in upon Beauregard 
at an unexampled rate. He has 100,000 men at 
his command, and is fortifying Corinlh; build- 
ing inlrenchmenta, digging rifle pits, construct- 
ing aba'is of j'rees, etc. The rebels entertain no 
djubt if success the next time if an encounter be 
provoked. 

We lost 13 pieces of artillery m the late battle 
and captured 15 

Gen. 8milh is daugerously ill at Savannah, 
and his recovery is doubtful. 

The woundeel in lh« hospital at Savautsah are 
dving eixht or ten a dav. 
" Mr. Paddock, of the Willard's battery, is dead. 

There is no foundation for the report of Gen. 
Prea'.iss' escape. The greater part cf the 8th, 
12th, and 11th Iowa, 5th Illinois, and 23d Mis- 
souri regiments, were captured with him. A 



rebel prisoner, who accompanied Prentiss' divi- 
sion lo Corintb, as one of the guards, tails Ibis. 

The steamer Planet arrived at Paducah this 
morning with the 71st Ohio rogimont en route for 

Fort Dimohon. This is one of the regiments 
which drsgraced Ihe State on the 6th. Their 
colors havo been taken awav from them, and thev 
are ordered to relievo3oda Illinois regiments from 
guard duty there. 

Capt. Ferris, Company I, 12th Illlnoir, shot 
through the lungs, died at Paducah to-day. 

Col. Kirkham brtu;ht into Paducah thi3 morn- 
ing ten rebel sympathizers who have heen mak- 
ing secession speeches in Southern Illintie, and 
advttmg rebellion on the part of the Egyptians. 
The prisoners resisting, one of thsm was shot. 
They will be trier! and punished speedily. 

There is a feverish feeling ir Northwest Ken- 
tue'ey, which may break out into open rebellion 
at any moment. Tho commanding oflicor cf tbe 
post bats thrown tut his pickets fifteen miles from 
Pa lucah in every direction. 

Captain Hudson, of the 17th Kentucky, fell 
overboard fn in the Patten, on her downward trip, 
and was drowned. 

Tho ;7th Ohio has beam disbanded and mus- 
tered out cf the sere ice. 

A deserter from Beauregard's army came into 
Savannah on Wodneodav, and says that General 
Price reached Corinth" on Saturday, the 12th, 
with what he calls 30.000 men, and that tho 
rebsls were very much rejoiced in consequence. 
He reports tbe rebels as badly whipped ou Mon- 
day night, and says Ihey were greatly demoral- 
__, 

Bushrod Johnson died from the wonnds received 
at Pittsburg, on Sundry night, in his tent at 
Corinth. Our informant says that tho people in 
ii look upon him as no better than the 
Y'ar.koos, and njaiceat bis death. 

Wm. Nelson, of Taylor's battery, died last night 
at Mound city. 

There is a material difference in lbs treatment 
Of rebel and Union wounded e tracers. Capt. Polk, 
of tho rebel, was, by ppecial direction of Dr. Si- 
mons, D. S. A., taken into the ladies' cabin of 
Ihe steamer City of Memphis, and treated with 
the utmost attention, and fed upon wines and 
delicacies, and made the recipient of attention 
from nuroos, while our own officers of equal rank 
were compelled to lie up»n tbe guards and sub- 
sist upon pilot bread. Dr. Simons is directly re- 
sponsible for this state of affairs. He is a native 
of South Carolina. His course is meeting with 
the severest condemnation on the part of army 
curgeous and others. 

Fortrkss Monrok, April 17. 
To-day has bson the warmest of the season thus 
far. The wuather and tile are most favorable for 
the appearance of the Merrimac, but nothing un- 
ual has been seen in the direction of Sowell's 
Point. 

At Yorktown firing took place during last nif;ht 
and tbis morning, without producing much effect 
on cither side. Some six or eight of our men 
were killed during that time,all but one of whom, 
It ia reported, were in Gen. Sedgwick's division. 

Balumouk, A pail 18 
The following is frrm the special Fortress Mon- 
roe correspondence of tbe American : 

There are no indications of the reappearance of 
the Merrimac. 

Ihe French steamer Ga-tsendi is still at Nor- 
frlk, awaiting tbe return ef the French Minister 
from Richmond, where, it is presumed, he has 
gono to insure the safaty of the tobacco purchased 
by the French Government. 

At intervals, last nigbt and tbis morning, 
heavy cannonading could be heard ia tbe di- 
rection of Yorktown. 

A party of deserters who came into cur lines 
report the arrival of Joff. Davis in the rebel 
camp, and that it was understood he would take 
command in the upproacbing battlo. They rep- 
resent the enemy to be in groat force, and the 
work of intrenching to be progressing throughout 
the peninsula. Re enforcements wore constantly 
arriving from Norfolk, F'rodericksburg, and even 
North Carolina, and the rebel Generals openly 
declared their intention to maka this tbe great 
battle of the war, and the strongest conviction is 
expressed of a triumph overetho Federal forces, 
and driving them from ths peninsula. 

There is almost constant skirmishing going on 
by the riflemen, and occasionally shot and shell 
are thrown with great rapidity. 

There was quito a hoa\*y skirmish this morn- 
ing, beyond Warwick Court House, on the 
James river. The enemy attompted to turn our 
left flank. Tho attack was made in quite heavy 
force, but tho enemy were repulsed after a brisk 
artillery duel. The loss of the enemy is thought 
to have been quite heavy. We lost about adczsn 
in killed and wounded. 

Uf.adii'rs Aumy of PoTOMAet, April 18. 
In the engagement on Wedneadav between tbe 
Third Vermont and the enemy, .12 of our men 
were killed and fO wounded — ten probiblv fatal- 
ly. Tho regimont behaved with groat g illantrv. 
driving a superior numbor of tbe enemy from 
a fortified position; but the rebols were ro-en- 
forcad, and they were obliged to retire. Our ar- 
tillery mowed tbe rebels down by acres. 

Dr. B. B Wagner, topog.-aphic il engineer, lo3t 
an arm yesterday by a shell striking a table ia 
front of him, on which were bis papors. His 
arm was ampntated, and be will probably re- 
cover. 

About one this morning the enemy in force at- 
tempted to cross tho dam in front of our lines 
with a view of capturing a battery of ours. A 
reserve force of our infantry opened fire on them, 
forcing them to bsat a retreat, leaving their dead 
and wound*! on tho UoM, which they succeeded 
in recovering. 

By daybreak both parlies opened with artil- 
lery, which has continued to the present time. 
None of our men wore killed. 

P__DB___| April 18. 
Par.eon Brownlow was received at Independ- 
eocs Hall by the cily authorities tbis morning, 
Mr. Tregp, Prefidout of the Common Council, 
receiving him with words of tbe hearliest wol- 
; come. Pareon Brownlosr replied in a charac- 
teristic ad/lroee of sonji Uigil*. 

He recited the tribulations that East Tennes- 
see Unionists had undergone. At one time he 
had been witbin one vote of hanging by the sen- 
tence of a drum-head court martial at Knox- 
ville. The one vote that saved him was of a cor- 
rupt drunken secersionist, ard he was tempted 
to exclaim, "Great God! on what n slender thread 
hang ovorlaitinit; things." He did not want of- 
fice; ho wanted to go back to East Tennessee with 
a cocked hat, sword, and coil of rope. In closing 
ho alluded to his wif j and children, now held as 
hos'ages iu reb:-ldnm; and spoke of the joy and 
exultation with which the Union army will be 
greeted in East Tennessee. Parson Brownlow has 
received an invitation fr. m the President to vieit 
the White House. 

Mt. Jackson, April 17.- 
Mt. Jackaon was e coupled by our troops tbis 
A. M. The rebels burned the bridges as they re- 
treated. The Vormont Cavalry dashed through 
the place, to prevent tho enemy from burning 
the bridgs on thu creek beyond tho town, and 
captured several rebols ia the act of burning Ibis 
bridi/e, Ouo of Asbby's Lieutenants was also 
captured. Col. Ashby himself was noarlv caught. 
It is said bo owed his escape to tbe fact of bis 
wearing a Federal uniform. Our pursuing forced 
are in Newmarke" to nijht, w.thout opposition. 
Ashby and men are ouMide tbe town. Jackton 
has retreated towsids Staunton. 

Ciin'Aoo, April 18. 
The Evening Journal says : "We learn frcm 
private sources this morning that Fort Wright 
was attacked by Commodore Footo's flotilla on 
Mondav, and bis beo.i captured. Wo pro mine 
our information is correct, as it comes firm one 
at Cairo who kDOws about everything going on." 



Sparta, Roa.-KiNtniAM County, Va,) 
April 18. j 
General Banks'3 advance column arrived hero 
this noon, driving tho enomy from tho hill with 
artillery and cavalry charges. Six thousand of 
Jackson's tror ps passed through the town and en- 
camped a short distance beyond. 

Last night i was currently reported that Jack- 
son was to bo largely reinforced at Stanton. 

A body of our cavalry caurt upon two ?qu-.d.- 
rons of Aahby's cavalrv drawn up in lino of battle. 
Tho latter suddenly broke ranka, and his arlillery 
opened upon our advance. Our cavalry, in line 
of battle, waited for the artillery, which arrived 
and scattered Ihe rebels last night near Newmar- 
ket. During tbo night General Banks occupied 
the town in force. 

At 7 o'clock in tho morning Ashbv, being 
threatened by our artillery, set fire to his camp, 
and withdrew ia great haste, leaviug throe bun- 
dreel butchered beeves on the ground, what they 
never did before, burning every small and large 
turnpike bridge south of Newmaiket. 

Washington, April 19, 
Col. Marrow, late of the Third Ohio Regiment, 
now attached toGsn. Hunter's staff, has arrived, 
bringing lespatchas to Ihe War Deportment, but 
which, up to one o'clcci this morning, had not 
boen delivered. He states that among the pris- 
oners taken is Capt. Simms, editor of the Savan- 
nah Republican. The sword belorging to tho 
latter has boon presented to Representative 
Genley. of Ohio. , 

Tbe Postoffice approprratron till provides f I, - 
000,000 for the eervices of the California Central 
ronte, and rep^alj the acts requiring the Post- 
master General, in causiog the transportation of 
the mails by steamers betwoen our own and 
foreign ports, and between any of our own ports 
touching at foreign ports, to give tho preference 
to American over foreign 6toamor3 whoa depart- 
ing for tho samo destination witbin throe days of 
each other. 

The Postmnstor General is authorized to re- 
establish a coast mail not less than somi-monihly, 
betwoen San Francirco and Crescent City, Cali 
fornia, including service rat the intermediate 
ports, provided the sum to be paid for eucb service 
doore not exceed $200,000 per annum. 

Tbo President has approved and signed the 
above named bill. 

The act to reorganize and increase the efficiency 
of ths Medical Department of the army adds to 
tho present corp3 ton surgeons and ten assistant 
surgeons, twentv medical cadets, and as many 
hospital steward) as the Surgeon-General may 
consider necessary. Tho Surgeon- General to bo 
appointed under the act is to have tho rank and 
pay and emolument* cf a Brigadier-General 
There ia to be an Assistant Surgeon-General and 
one Medical Iaspector- General of Hospitals. The 
latter is to have the supervision of all that relates 
to the sanitary condition of the army. There ate 
to be, besides, eight medical inspectors charged 
with the duty of inspecting the sabiiary condition 
of the transports, quarters, and camps of tho field 
and general hospitals. Ihe appointments are to 
be made by the President, either from the regnlar 
or Toluutoor eurgeons, without regard to merit.

1 he bill to establish a Land Office in Colorado 
was taken up and passed. 

Mr. Hale, from Ibe Special Committee appoint- 
ed in July las' to itquire ir.to the question of tho 
property of the Government at tho Navy Yards 
of Pensacola and Norfolk, and at tbe armory at 
Uarpor's Ferry, made a voluminous report, which 
was ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Chandler ef Michigan presented a memori- 
al from tbe citizens of Michigan in favor of the 
confiscation of tho property of the rebols and 
emancipation of their slaves. 

The bill establishing an armed mail steamship 
line from San Francisco to Shanghai, touching at 
the Sandwich Islands and Japan, each vessel to 
be commandeel by a lieutenant of the navy, was 
taken up 

Mr. Sumner, of Masr , brief! v opposed tbo bill 
as causing ex;.ecditureo not warranted during tbe 
present war. 

Mr. Latham, of Cal., favored tbe bill as one of 
real economy, and compared our Pacific squadron 
with that of Great Britain in tbe North Pacific, 
aon argued that this steamship line would in- 
crease oar naval strength in those waters. Me 
urged its vast importance in a commercial view. 

Pending a vole on the trill, tbe hour for the 
spee ial order arrived, and Mr. Howard of Mich 
addressed the Senate on the bill to confiscate tbe 
property and free the slaves of rebels. 

Mr. Fesaendep, of Me., opposed tho bill. 

Pending a vote, the Senate adjourned till Mon- 
day. •

The memorial of tho 19 h of April is marked 
here to-day by loyal citizens with a great display 
of flags in token of their joy at the deeds of tho 
shameful day which was designated by the con- 
spirators of Baltimore to inaugurate secession 
and all woes ia Maryland, and to compass tho 
destruction of the Nati >nal Capital, which have 
so signally failed.

Issue ok a Writ Against Simon Cameron. 
A writ from the Supremo Court was served yes- 
terday afternoon, at the Continental Hotel, upon 
the Hon. Simon Cameron, at the suit of Mr. 
Pierce But lor, of this city, for trespass vi et armii, 
assault and battery, and false imprisonment, on 
tho 194 of August last, Mr. Cameron at tho time 
being Secretarv of War. 

Mr. Butler, 't was rumored, was, at tbe time, 
suspected of a correspondence with tbe rebel 
States unfavorable to tho cause of the Union, 
and, during a moment of public excitement, was 
nrrested by order of Mr. Cameron without pro- 
cess of law, and without any asciirued cause, his 
trunks, drawors, wardrobe, and enl-re apartments 
eearchtd, and private papers taken possession of 
by United Static Marshal Millward and four as- 
sistants. 

His office was also examined, the books and 
papers taken, and in one boar from tbe arrest 
Mr. Butler was oa his way to New Y'ork with tho 
Marshal and bis four assistants, all armed with 
revolvers, who conducted him that evening to 
Fort Lafnyett.. A subsequent application on 
tho port of Mr. Butler's friends to the Secretary 
of War, to ascertain the reason of his action, 
though in a raeasu.e answered, induced no salis- 
faclory response. 

Mr.' Butler assorts lhat nothing was found 
among bis paper3 to call in question his loyalty 
to tbe Government. 

He dooe not wish to exhibit personal ill fading 
to Mr. Cameron, and therefore, in simply issuing 
a writ, rafruined from an arrest and the accom- 
panying necessity, on the part cf Mr. Cameron, 
of giving security. Mr. Butler wishes merely to 
t-.at tbo constitutionality of his imprisonment. 
The writ is returnable on the 2d of May next, but 
the caso may not bo tried until November. 

Mr. Butler was liberated in five weeks from the 
lime of his incarceration, without reason being 
p.iv.n for his discharge any more than for his ar- 
rest; and speaks of being locked with nine other 
gentlemen ia a cell 26 foe' long by 14 wide, in 
one of the casemates of Fort Lafayette, whore he 
was allowed egress only at meals, and during one 
honr in morning and evening, for exercise in tho 
quadrangle of the fort. 

Tho fellow-oocupants of Mr. Butler's cell were 
he Hon. Charles J\ Faulkner, Mr. James W 
Wall, of Burlington, Mr. Thomas S. Serrill, of 
"'hilade'phio, Mr. McMaster, of the N. Y. Free- 
man's Journal, Mr. Do Bebien, of Wilmington, 
N. C , and olhors whose names Mr. Butler dees 
not ot present recall. 

Ho makes no objections to his treatment at. the 
fort, beyond lbs fact of confinement. Tbe prison- 
ers were allowed the perusal of public journals ; 
and although the fwd was simply soldiers' rations, 
those who chose to) pay for tetter fare were al 
lowed the privilogo of consuming it.
